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U.S. preparing El Sal. offensive

American foreign policy has 
reached an historic turning 
point with the publication of 
the State Department's White 
Paper, "Communist In- 
terference in El Salvador,” 
Professor James Detras said at 
McGill yesterday. 

"The paper lays the basis for 
a great U.S. offensive into El 
Salvador," Petras said to a 
crowd of 100. 

"It marks a watershed, as 
with it the U.S. once again 
becomes directly involved in 
the affairs of the Third World." 

Petras, a professor at the 
State University of New York 
(Blnghampton), said the White 
Paper falls to provide a con- 
vincing case of Communist 
Interference In El Salvador. "Its 
evidence is flimsy, cir- 
cumstantial, or non-existant; 
the reasoning and logic is 
slipshod and Internally In- 
consistent." 

The paper attempts to prove, 
he said, "that Cuba, the Soviet 
Union, and other Communist 
states are carrying out what is 
clearly shown to be à well 
coordinated covert effort to 
bring about the overthrow of El 
Salvador's established 
government, and to impose in 
its place a Communist regime 
with no popular support.” 

However, Petras said, the 
-State Department has failed to 
deal the social inequalities and 
massive repression existing 
currently in El Salvador, fit has 
sought to transform a war 
between the regime and its 
people into an East-West 
struggle, in order to deny the 
internal socio-economic and 
political roots of the struggle." 



Opposition to the ruling U.S.- 
backed junta Is widespread, 
said Petras. "Almost all 
unionized members, peasant 
associations, university and 
professional people are 
members or supporters of 
social and civic organizations 
backing the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front (DRF).” 

Noting that Christian 
Democratic, Social 

Democratic, Liberal 

Democratic, Marxist and pro- 
Moscow groups all oppose the 
existing regime, Petras said: 
"The attempt by the White 
Paper to reduce the opposition 
to a handful of guerrillas 
manipulating the ‘non- 
Marxists’ is a cruds. sim- 
plification and a gross 
distortion of reality. 

"The fact of the matter Is that 
over the last decade an enor- 
mously rich variety of social 
organizations have emerged, 
embracing the great majority of 
the population." 

Petras denied that Cuba and 
the Soviet Union are leading the 
revolutionary movement within 
El Salvador. He claimed Soviet 
popularity Is low inteh DRF, 
and said: "The DRF was formed 
In El Salvador, not In Cuba, and 
was supported and promoted 
by Europlan social-democratic 
forces and was not a product of 
the alleged machinations of 
Fidel Castro." 

To justify U.S. intervention, 
the White Paper also claims 
hundreds of tons of arms are 
being supplied to El Salvador

McGill's social work 
students will not attend their 
classes Monday to hold a one- 
day “study session” on the 
future of social workers and 
social work programs. 

The study session will 
examlnte who the provincial 
government’s budget will affect 
social services in Montreal. 
Antoine Drufovka, coordinator 
of the Social Work Un- 
dergraduate Society said that 
social work teachers were 
being approached to cancel 
their classes. 

Tuesday afternoon Myer 
Katz, director of the School of 
Social Work, had not yet heard 
of the students' plans. 

"That’s news to me," said 
Katz. 

Social work students are 
concerned that the provincial 
budget released last week will 
effectively eliminate their 
chances of being employed In 
public social service programs. 

The budget will slash funding 
for social service centres by 
$14 million, or about 10 per 
cent. Darcy Colson, director of 
Ville Marie Social Services 
Centre Is not sure what the 
reduction In Ville Marie’s 
budget will be. 

If the cuts are distributed 
evenly throughout all of 
Quebec's social service 
agencies, Ville Marie will lose 
between $1.4 and $1.8 million. 

Ville Marie the main agency

One result of the budget'cuts 
will be pressure on Ville Marie 
to conform to the employment 
patterns of other agencies. 
Presently, Ville Marie employs 
a higher ratio of university- 
trained social workers to 
CEGEP vocational-trained 
social councillors than other 
agencies. 

Ville Marie is attempting to 
eliminate a $600,000 deficit. By 
implementing a "conversion- 
reduction" program, Ville Marie 
can employ social councillors 
to implement placement 
programs. Social councillors 
earn about $7000 a year less 
than social workers. 

John Walker, assistant 
director of Ville Marie, said he 
didn’t believe that social 
workers were more qualified 
than social councillors. 

"You get some social 
councillors who are highly 
qualified Individuals, and some 
social workers who are ...." said 
Walker. 

Colson said that If 
Ville Marie can come up with a 
"professionally Justified” 
reason then they will adjust 
their workforce. 

McGill’s Social Work Plan- 
ning Committee said there is a 
significant difference between 
social work training and CEGEP 
training.

Students protest for new facilities 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Armed 
with signs of “Super Dawson or 
bust," 41 Dawson students 
went to Quebec City last week 
to protest the government’s 
continued delay in granting the 
college a permanent site. 

The students met with 
Deputy Minister of Education 
Jean Talbot who said the nuns 
at the ' Mother House (the 
potential site of Super Dawson) 
are definitely ready to sell their 
property. 

Talbot also disclosed that 
the government would decide 
March 24 if the sale would be 
accepted. 

Dawson College has been 
attempting to centralize for 10 
years. Last week, after 
repeated government stalling, 
the Board of Governors voted in 
favor of closing the college to 
bring pressure to bear. 
However, k last minute 
negotiation bid prevented the 
move.

The trip to Quebec was 
hastily organized by the 
coordinating, council of the 
Dawson student association 
after three general assemblies 
were held last Monday to 
decide what to do about tlîfe 
situation. 

The majority of the students 
voted to send a peaceful 
delegation instead of a larger 



crowd after both the director, 
General Robert Gordon and 
Dawson Students’ Association 
president Michael O'Grady told 
them this would probably be 
the most effective alternative. 

The Dawson delegation 
consisted of about 10 students 
from each of four campuses 
along with several members of 
the student government. 

"I think that this was as 
accurate a representation of 
the student population as we 
could get," said O’Grady. 

If Dawson does not get its 
building by March 25, It will 
close for an Indefinite period of 
time.

Graduate students went to 
the polls Monday and elected 
two business students to 
vacant positions on the Post 
Graduate Students' Society 
(PGSS) council executive. 

Laura Drover was elected 
vice-president (university af- 
fairs) and Naem Rehman was 
elected vice-president (ex- 
ternal). 

The other executive 
positions — president, 
secretary, director of finance 
and vice-president (Internal) — 
were filled by acclamation. 

“I freely admit I don’t know a 
whole lot about what the ex- 
ternal position will be or has 
been In the past year," Rehman 
said. 



However, he said he Intends 
to look Into university and 
provincial regulations affecting 
graduate students and to get In 
touch with other graduate 
student organizations at other 
universities. 

Drover said she wants to 
examine the relationship 
between the PGSS and the 
McGill Students’ Society, to 
which graduate students 
contribute more than half their 
student activity fees. 

"The PGSS should attain 
some form of autonomy and 
use our own fees to develop 
communications with mem- 
bers," she said. 

Drover will sit as a graduate 
student representative on the 
Students’ Society council.

The voter turnout in Mon- 
day's election was less than 
spectacular. Only 147 graduate 
students voted, about 3 per 
cent of all eligible voters. 

Drover received 83 votes, her 
opponent 64. Rehman received 
56 votes, compared to 49 and 42 
for his opponents. 

Jacques Morin, a classics 
student and unsuccessful 
candidate In the election, said 
he thought graduate students’ 
concentration on their work, 
and a dearth of publicity ac- 
count for the poor turnout. 

“Arts students got what they 
merited," he said. "They didn't 
get out to vote." 

All but one of the PGSS 
executive positions have been 
filled by students In the Master 
of Business Administration 
(MBA) program. 

André Germalymatos, also In 
classics, also unsuccessful In 
his bid for election, said In- 
creased representation by arts 



students on the PGSS council 
would strengthen it. "If you had 
more arts students on council, 
It would become more active. 
Arts students have more 
demands, more Injustices than 
In other departments," he said. 

The newly elected executive 



takes office this June. In ad- 
dition to the two members 
elected Monday, the PGSS 
executive will consist of Andy 
Haber, president; Jack Slogget, 
vice-president (Internal); Dorn 
Del Balso, director of finance; 
and Arlene Segal, secretary. 



Relief fund possible 



MONTREAL (CUP) - The Que- 
bec government is toying with 
the idea of establishing a relief 
fund for International students 
unable to pay increased dif- 
ferential fees. 

The government announced 
two weeks ago that differential 
fees for International students 
presently studying In Quebec 
would go from $1,500 to $2,500. 

The fees for those not 
already studying in the 
province went up to $4,128, the 
highest in Canada. 

The fund, to be In the 



$200,000 to $300,000 range 
would be designed for student 
already studying in Quebec or 
for those who have already 
been accepted for next year. 

Robert Talbot, advisor to the 
minister of education, con- 
firmed the existence of the fund 
last week, but said the size and 
criteria for eligibility had yet to 
be decided. 

A similar fund was In- 
troduced In 1978 when dif- 
ferential fees were first 
established In the province.

Co-ed residence students 
gave up lunch one noon last

"And this was the best way I 
could think of to let students 
know what Crossroads does as 
well as helping."

Severing the Klan from Quebec 



The resurgent Canadian wing of the Ku Klux 
Klan (KKK) has indicated its desire to establish 
a chapter of its organization in the province of 
Quebec. 

It is of vital Importance that concerned 
members of our community take active steps to 
prevent such an occurrence. It Is Incredible that 
statements by the KKK arguing that their 
organization is neither violent nor bigoted are 
taken at face value. 

A short glance at the past history of the KKK 
will Indicate without doubts the true nature of 
its organization: It is a racist violent group of 
men and women united in their goal of denying 
citizens equal rights under the law because of 
the color of their skin. 

If Quebec Is to continue as a guarantor of 
human rights, as reflected In the “Quebec 
Charter of Human Rights and Freedoms,’’' it Is 
Imperative that the KKK be denied a forum for 
Its advocacy of hate and racism. 

Fortunately, Quebecers have at their disposal 
the means to prevent thé KKK fram establishing 
their organization In our community. Section 
281.2(1) and Section 281.2(2) of the Canadian 
Criminal Code states: 

(1) Everyone who, by communicating 
statements In any public place, incites 
hatred against any Identifiable group 
where such Incitement Is likely to lead to 
a breach of peace Is guilty of: 

(a) an Indictable offence and is liable to 
imprisonment for two years or 

(b) an offence punishable on summary 
conviction. 

(1) Everyone who, by communicating 
statements, other than in private con- 
versation, wilfully promotes hatred 
against any Identifiable group Is gpllty 
of: t 

fa) 'an Indictable offence and Is liable to 
Imprisonment for two years or 
(b) an offence punishable on summary 
conviction. 

Sadly, a loophole pertaining to the above 
section may effectively deny Immediate action 
against the Klan. Section 281.2(6) states: 



No proceeding for an offence under sub- 
section two shall be Instituted without the 
consent of the Attorney General. " 

Basically, the above says that only the 
Soliciter General may Interpret Klan action as 
being racist or violent and hence violating the 
letter of the law. 

Today’s Klan, a far cry from the tobacco 
chewing, obscenity spewing country boys of 
yore, have played their hand skillfully. Because 
of citizen apathy and bureaucratic lethargy, the 
Klan’s assertion that their organization Is 
merely a means of fulfilling white people’s 
aspirations have been accepted as true. How, 
one may ask in bewilderment, are cross bur- 
nings, lethal arms training and racial slurs going 
to fulfill individual aspirations? 

Here In Quebec we can draw the line. Active 
citizen participation and community action can 
successfully deny the Klan its sought-after 
forum. 

The first constructive step open to those 
concerned is to observe and monitor any Klan 
activity, rally or publication. Should the observer 
hear, see or read any Incitement of hatred 
toward an identifiable group, immediately 
contact a police officer and place a complaint 
against the Klan as provided by the above 
mentioned legal sections. The police will for- 
ward the Information to Jean-Plerre Bonin, 
Représentant du Solliciteur Général du Québec, 
Palais de Justice, Montreal (873-3360). Mr. 
Bonin’s office upon receipt of the complaint, 
will decide if the evidence presented merits 
legal action against the Klan. 

• Do not hesitate to contact Mr. Bonin’s office 
and request Information concerning the nature 
of evidence required and needed to convict the 
Klan. Do not hesitate to forward to Mr. Bonin’s 
office any material evidence deemed useful in 
suppressing Klan activity in. Quebec. 

Should enough concerned individuals take It 
upon themselves to deny the KKK the means to 
express their message of racial hatred, Quebec 
may yet avoid the shame of seeing the Klan 
Implant itself upon our community.

You can never erase a prison ex- 
perlence. 

No one can ever give back freedom to 
replace the dehumanizing days, 
months, years spent behind bars — the 
mindless daily schedule, pent-up rage, 
total 1 lack of privacy, sneering 
provocations from leering guards and 
petty punishments used to silence 
‘‘troublemakers.’’ 

Brutality and power-tripping mind 
games are bitter points of prison life as 
remembered by four women ex-cons In 
Vancouver. Now enrolled In a pre- 
employment program at the 
rehabilitative Elizabeth Fry Society, the 
women recall vividly their cell-bound 
past. 

‘‘The whole system Is designed to 
make you feel like a piece of shit," says 
Bev, not her real name, who served time 
after being busted with 28 caps of 
heroin. ‘‘They (prison authorities) ex- 
pect you to be happy, to carry on a 
normal routine as If you were on the 
outside. People on the outside get 
grumpy and tired and bitchy...but you 
can't in jail. 

"They play mind games. They fuck . 
with your head. So they put you under 
more pressure and maybe you’ll mess 
up and they can send you off to Oakalla 
or Kingston (penitentiary) or whatever." 

Male guards are supposed to knock 
before entering a woman's cell says 
Bev; but at the minimum security Lynda 
Williams community correctional in- 
stitute in Vancouver they always walk in 
unannounced, often when a prisoner is 
standing naked, she said. "One old guy 
walked in on me. I turned around, I was 
bare-assed nude and I said: "Get a 
camera and take a picture, it’ll last 
longer." 

Women In confinement face con- 
tinual harassment and abuse from male 
guards, especially at Oakalla women's 
jail, says Ruth, who has served sen- 
tences in maximum-security units. 

“The male guards at Oakalla, I just 
couldn't believe It. The screws they had 
working there were frisking you all the 
time. They weren’t frisking you, they 
just had nothing better to do except feel 
up chicks. 

"The guards are like that, walking 
around, eyeing you all the time, leering. 
That’s exactly the way they look at 
you." 

In December 1979, then Oakalla in- 
mate Gerl Ferguson charged that guard 
Don Stevenson handcuffed, stripped 
and assaulted her. Last October, he was 
acquitted of an assault charge she laid, 
even though the judge admitted 
Stevenson’s behavior was "un- 
warranted and unjustified — even 
barbaric." 



absence, says guards use "women’s 
liberation" as an excuse for their 
brutality against women. "They figure: 
'We can slap women around If we want 
because if they want to act like men, let 
them get up and fight like men.’ " 

Both she and Bev said they think 
prison administrators turn a blind eye to 
the use of excessive force, whether by 
their own guards or police on the 



"Girls who had slashed (themselves) 
couldn't get psychiatric help in the 
prison they were In. They obviously 
needed psychiatric help," she said. "We 
had to do things like have sit-down 
strikes to get some of these girls proper 
medical attention, psychiatrists and 
stuff. It was crazy." 

Yet prison offlcals often try to blame 
other prisoners for the self-mutllatlon or 



outside. The Vancouver police 
department could crack down on 
violence but In Bev’s words: “They don’t 
want to because they want the brutality 
of it, to keep us under control." 

So women prisoners face threats and 
potential violence whether they are 
behind bars or not, says Sherry. It's an 
ugly cycle, as she explains:

"They threaten you a lot In jail now. If 
you don’Ldo exactly as you’re told you 
have that hanging over your head — the 
threat of being sent back to Oakalla. 
When you're in Oakalla they threaten 
you with Kingston (prison). They’re 
constantly threatening you with 
something." 

Most women prisoners are too In-, 
tlmldated to criticize or complain about 
guards because they fear reprisals and 
removal of prison privileges, she adds.

In 1978, B.C. supreme court justice 
Patricia Proudfoot condemned the 
Oakalla women’s prison as a poorly-run 
Institution whose male guards took 
advantage of their position to Invade 
women's privacy. As a result, she 
recommended that male staff be barred 
from areas that affect "human decency 
and privacy." 

But according to Vancouver activist 
group Women Against Prisons: "If 
anything has changed since then, It’s 
been for the worse." 

Sherry, a prisoner free on temporary 



want to do anything about it," she said. 
“I’ve seen girls write up grievances for 
other girls to sign, but then when It 
came time to sign it the girls just back 
right down. They’re afraid if they did 
sign that they’re signing away their 
!lfe...that they will just be known as 
troublemakers and the screws will 
really put the screws to them." 

Because they have so few rights In 
prison, confined women must , often 
resort to strikes and sit-ins to have their 
demands heard, said Ruth. 



Maureen from doing it." 

The only way to survive In prison 
without hassles 16 to be quiet, passive 
and obedient, two women interviewed 
agreed. 

In Pat’s words, ‘‘If you ever go to jail, 
I'll tell you this. Do exactly what they tell 
you to do. Don't be one of the fuck-ups 
and think that you're gonna make it 
because you're gonna be a hard-nose 
and do what you fuckin’ want to do. 
Because It doesn’t work." 

Sherry adds: “You’re supposed to be 
like a robot. They push the button and 
you do It. In Jail you're not even allowed 
to be honest. You have to go along with 
their bullshit. You want to tell them 
exactly how you feel but doing that 
could jeopardize your fre'edom." 

Ruth said she does not have the right 
to criticize her treatment in jail. "I can't 
complain If a guy’s bitchy and he takes 
It out on me. I mean, that’s going to 
happen. I played the game and I'm 
going to have to pay.” 

However, there are still many women 
confined who have chosen protest and 
resistance, rather than passive ac- 
ceptance of their situation: 

• In the fall of 1979, six women at 
Oakalla barricaded themselves In a cell 
for two days protesting harsh and ar- 
bitrary discipline; 

• on New Year’s Eve, a peaceful sit-in b, 
20 women to protest prison conditions 
ended In a 14-hour riot. Women par- 
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Women prisoners protest brutality in the system 



its scars, says Jerry Philllpson of 
Vancouver’s John Howard Society, a 
rehabilitative organization for ex-cons. 
For most, prison Is the end of the road 
for society’s problem cases, he said. 

“To deal with crime, first you have to 
deal with all the things that contribute 
to crime in society like battered wives, 
battered babies, violence on television, 
unemployment, poverty, etc. 

"A lot of people get damaged In 
prison. There’s no question about that. 
The longer a person has been In prison, 
the less likely It is that a person will 
survive on the street." 

As Bev said, you never forget prison. 
She cried out her former prison number 
— 1473 — with these words: 

“Everything that you write In jail has to 
have your number. You don't wear it on 
your chest anymore. You just wear It In 
here (your head)."

McGill's 4,000 graduate students 
have become more active In the last two 
years, and much of that activity has 
centred on the Post Graduate Students' 
Society (PGSS), to which all McGill 
graduate students belong. 

Through Its council the PGSS has 
begun to have a voice In campus Issues 
and to define its relationship with 
other student and university governing 
bodies. It continues to provide several 
important services and is considering 
directions for the future. 

"There’s probably two parts to the 
PGSS. I call It a social and political 
role," PGSS council president Scott 
Fraser (MBA II) said In a recent In- 
terview. 

“The social role Is the easiest to 
explain: It’s basically running Thomson 
House (the graduate student club). The 
' other side Is more of our political role, 
which Involves running our council, 
getting feedback and getting in- 
formation to our various graduate 
faculty members who sit on other 
bodies, such as Senate and Students' 
Society," Fraser said. 

Although the PGSS council is still In 
an early stage of development, It has 
considered a number of important 
campus Issues this year. . 

The council executive has dealt with 
proposed amendments to the univer- 
sity's discipline code. Fraser said he Is 
disturbed by the non-academic portions 
of the proposed code. "I don’t know if 
those portions should be scrapped 
entirely," he said, "But there certainly 
should be amendments made to them." 

The council has supported the push 
for divestment of university holdings In 
companies with operations or financial 
concerns In South Africa. "It's definitely 
not a non-issue," Fraser said when 
asked if he believes graduate students 
are concerned about divestment. "I've 
spoken to certain people In the History 
Department in particular who have very 
strong feelings on the Issue. We 
definitely support the South Africa 
Committee," he said. 

Government funding for universities 
has also been a major Issue among 
graduate students, Fraser said. He said 
the situation is especially difficult for 
arts students. "We get more complaints 
from students in the Humanities, who 
really don't have the funding or access 
to funds from sources like the National 
Research Council," he said. 

Representation on departmental 
committees has also been considered 
by the PGSS council this year. 
Chemistry, Law and English graduate 
students have all had to face the Issue 
this year. 

Fraser said the PGSS council has 
questions about the recent decision to 



raise money from students to renovate 
or rebuild McGill's athletic facilities. 

"Obviously the administration is 
going to be very happy about students 
going out and raising $4 million (for 
athletic facilities), but should there be 
some other avenue to get those funds 
— perhaps private donation? Thinking 
from graduate students’ point of view, 
what Is the percentage that would 
actually use the facilities? Graduate 
students will have to pay the full activity 
fee. We're still hit with the bill," Fraser 
said. 

"One of the other things that bothers 
us Is what happens In 1983 If they (the 
University) decide not to build the gym? 
Does the money revert to the Students’ 
Society?" 

The PGSS council also took a 
position on autonomy for the McGill 
Dally. "We supported It In principle but 
we wanted to have a graduate 
representative on the board of direc- 
tors." The proposal for a graduate board 
member was defeated at a recent 
Students' Society council meeting, but 
Fraser said the gesture was necessary 
as a reminder of graduate students' 
unique concerns on campus. 

Finally, the PGSS' council has con- 
sidered a new constitution to ensure 
effective communication between the 
PGSS and graduate representatives on 
Senate and the Students' Society. 

The PGSS has begun to define its 
relationship with other campus 
organizations, notably the McGill 
Teaching Assistants’ Association 
(MTAA) and the Students' Society, the 
umbrella organization to which all 
McGill students, graduates and un- 
dergraduates, belong. 

At the moment there is no formal 
connection between the PGSS and the 
MTAA, although Fraser said there are a 
number of people on the PGSS council 
executive who feel there should be. 

"I think we recognize that the MTAA 
should be part of us, and that It's 
probably the only other Interdepart- 
mental body at the graduate level, so 
perhaps there should be a closer 
relationship." 

The PGSS council has approved the 
use of Thomson House by the MTAA for 
a recruitment drive, and the PGSS will 
be providing the MTAA with some 
money, Fraser said. 

“Unless you happen to be in the Arts 
Faculty you have never supported the 
MTAA In the past because they haven't 
done much of a recruitment Job. They 
haven't done a very good job of 
presenting themselves at our 
meetings," he said. 

Although Fraser described the 
relationship with the Students’ Society 
as good, a number of questions have 



arisen. 

Graduate students make more use of 
Thomson House than Students' Society 
facilities in the Union Building,' but 
graduate students contribute more 
money in student fees to the Students' 
Society than to the PGSS. 

The former receives $23.50 per year 
per graduate student, while the PGSS 
receives only $20.00. 

. "Technically, we're a club recognized 
by the Students’ Society," Fraser said. 
"It's a rather ridiculous situation. We 
pay them $43.50 and they give us back 
$20.00 (per student). We've been trying 
to change It — change the balance. We 
don't want to say secede, but It may be 
a bargaining point to change the 
balance, or at least to get It in our 
favor.” 

Fraser said he thinks more money 
could go to the PGSS, less to the 
Students' Society, with an overall 
decrease In the amount graduate 
students contribute In student fees. 

He said extra funds would allow the 
PGSS council to grant money to 
departmental associations and to other 
groups representing graduate students. 

However, the procedure for 
secession or for adjusting the balance 
has never been outlined. And, Fraser 
said, the Students' Society will be 
reluctant to give up funds. 

"We're just another department from 
their (the Students’ Society’s) point of 
view and we really have no special 
status. Part of the problem we've been 
having Is that never In the past has 
there been any feedback between the 
PGSS council members and Students' 
Society members, so by the time we 
heard about Issues often It was 
ridiculously late," Fraser said. 

Contact between the PGSS council 
and the graduate representative on the 
McGill Senate, the body responsible for 
student and academic affairs, Is good, 
Fraser said, but contact with the 
graduate representative on the Board of 
Governors, the highest" University 
governing body, leaves something to be 
desired. 

Fraser attributes this to the failure on 
the part of the graduate representative 
on the Board of Governors to keep In 
touch with the PGSS council. “He’s a 
guy who’s been there for years and just 
won't listen. It's below him, I guess, to 
show up at our council meetings." 

As the PGSS becomes more Involved 
In campus Issues and begins to build 
links with other organizations, it con- 
tinues to offer both academic and 
social services to graduate students. 

The PGSS has recently established a 
Jlalson network to help graduate 
students with a variety of difficulties 
arising out of research work. 

"It (the liaison network) is a group of 



about four or five students who act as a 
go-between If a graduate student has a 
problem with something — the 
relationship with his thesis advisor, for 
example. It’s very difficult for a student 
to deal with that on a one to one basis 
with the advisor, and could cause 
problems, especially If you're going to 
be locked In with this guy for a couple of 
years. So, to try to make it a little easier 
for a graduate -student the liaison 
network will get In contact with the 
advisor to straighten out the problem 
that way." 

The PGSS has been In existence 
since the early 1950s. At that time fees 
were collected to develop and run a 
graduate club. In 1969 the PGSS took 
control of Thomson House, named fora 
former dean of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies. 

"Thomson House has been extremely 
successful. It's been a money-making 
operation and we can put money back 
Into PGSS activities," Fraser said. 

The PGSS sponsors films, music 
nights and live bands at Thomson 
House. Fraser said there Is room for 
expansion In sports and social activity 
at the house, and he said he would like 
to see more cultural activity and 
speakers. 

Consideration is now being given to 
opening the house for lunch and to the 
establishment of a graduate restaurant. 

The PGSS has recently begun a 
newspaper. Fraser said there will be 
four Issues this year. The paper Is 
designed to provide Information on 
graduate affairs and advertising for 
Thomson House. Any graduate student 
can contribute to the paper. 

Although PGSS activities are 
numerous, they are still at an early 
stage of development, Fraser said, with 
potential for growth. 

- He hopes involvement In the PGSS 
and the council will continue to In- 
crease and that more representatives to 
the council come from departments — 
Education, Political Science, 
Economics, French, to name only a few 

— with no representation at this time. 

"The one thing I’d like to see happen 

Is more Involvement by graduate 
students," Fraser said. 

Each department Is entitled to one, 
two or three PGSS council members 
depending on the department's size. 
Fraser said that If each department sent 
Its quota of representatives the PGSS 
council would consist of about 100 
people. 

To participate In the PGSS council 
one has only to hold a meeting of 10 per 
cent of graduate students In a depart- 
ment and elect representatives or, if a 
meeting Isn't possible, get 10 
signatures on a petition and become a 
council member that way.
